They think it possible that the Japan¬ 
ese met General Mistchenko’s com¬ 
mand, which recently has been raiding 
in Korea. It is formed of comparative¬ 
ly raw recruits, though now tolerably 
hardened by three months* campaigning. 
It is conceivable that they might have 
been defeated, but not Rennenkamp’s 
force. patroUinff the Aiyang region, who 
nte Veteran* sf that old command which 
accompanied him on the famous ritft- 
through Manchuria. These men are es¬ 
teemed here as the hardiest soldiers and 
most reckless fighters Jn the Russian 
Army. Any dUhAtor to them would have 
m greater sentimental effect than the 
more serious reverse at Kinchou. 

A semi-official telegram from Muk¬ 
den, dated to-day. says that owing to the 
impossibility of defending the position 
southward at Kinchou without the aid 
of the fleet the Russian defebce at that 
point was only of a demonstrative char¬ 
acter. The defending force was armed 
with gun* taken from the Chinese in 
1000, and had Ijttle ammunition.
